IRISH BILL IS 
10 BE ADOPTED 
British 1 Opens 
Brief Session Today 


Boundary Line for Island to 
be Only Business 


Quick Action, With Little 
Debate, is Expected 


(RY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRET) 

LONDON, Sept. 29.— Farllament 
will reassemble tomorrow for an 
emergency session which will be 
brief and probebly uneventful. Its 
sole business is to adopt a bill pro- 
viding for the settlement of the 
Irish boundary question. The An- 
gio-Irish Treaty provides for 
boundary commission to delimit 
the territory between Northern and 
Southern Irsland and the present 
bill in along trese lines. 

When the Colonia! Secretary, J. 
H. Thomas, introduced this meas- 
ure at the close of the last Par- 
liamentary session, the hope was 
entertained that fome agreement 
might be reached with Ulster in 
the irterval which would render 
the hill needless. This hope bas 
not been realized; the Ulster gov- 
errment remalns obdurate on the 
be andary Guestion. ence this 
special session was called to adopt 
the bill, which prebably will pass 
all stages in the House of Com- 
mons unamended by next Friday, 

The situation ts -overhed by the 
frct that the Unionist party has 
no desire to precip'.ate any appeal 
to the country on the Irish ques- 
tion. The official leaders of the 
party, therefor , wil’ aot move the 
rejection of the bill. That being 
the attitude of the responsible 
Union’st leaders, it is not consid- 
ered ‘ikely that the House of Lords 
will take on itself either to re- 
ject or oven amend the Dill, al- 
though as a toe the Lords have 
strong eympathy with the Ulster 
cause. 

The Ulster leaders will meet the 
Ulster Premier, Sir James Craig. in 
conference in London tomorrow 
morning when they will decide 
whether to move rejection of the 
bill.

Congress Face to Face With 
| Revenue Dilemma 


| Advantages in Either Phase 
of Procedure Outlined 


Plan to Wipe War Slate Clean 
in Twenty-five Y ears 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Debt 
retirement versus tax reduction is 
developing as an issue for deter- 


mination by Congress in its next 
revision of revenue laws. Shall 
the present generation be taxed in 
order to retire the portion of the 
public debt represented by foreign 
Obligations is a question under- 
lying the problem. 

| Congress must decide whether 
the advantages resulting from a 
fairly rapid retirement of the huge 
‘war debt outweigh the beneficial 
results which would follow both 
in relief to individuals and a 
stimulation of business from fur- 
ther tax reduction. 

Assuming that the bulk of the 
money owed by European nations 
to the United States will be paid 
back during the lifetime of the 
next generation Congress must 
pase on whether it would be pre 
ferable to carry that part of the 
debt along and retire it as pay- 
ments on principal come in. 

Addresses by two assistant ger 
retaries of the Treasury during the 
last week have served to empha- 
size the Treasury view that the 
entire debt should be retired dur- 
ing the present generation, if pos- 
sible, even though the foreign 
debts are being funded on ap- 
proximately a sixty-year basis. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Dewey. who its in charge of 
fiscal bureaus of the Treasury, in 
an address at the annual conven- 
tion of the Investment Bankers’ 
Association of America at Cleve- 
land, definitely declared it to be 
the purpose of the Treasurv to re- 
tire the public debt in about twen- 
ty-five years. Annual reports and 
public statements of Treasury om.

RAPID DEBT RETIREMENT 

Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Wadsworth, who its in charge 
of foreien loans, in an address be- 
fore the Massachusetts Co-opera- 
tive Bank League at Boston sup- 
plemented Mr. Dewey's declara- 
tion with an argument as to the 
advan of a rapid debt retire- 
ment. attributed to the debt 
retirement policy pursued during 
the last three years under the Re- 
publican administration the ad- 
vance in market values of Liberty 
bonds to par from a point con- 
siderably below par. He pointed 
out that the savings in interest 
payments ag government securities 
are retired have been reflected in 
tax reductions. He further showed 
that the money tied up in govern- 
ment obligations ts diverted to 
productive industry as rapidly as 
the debt is retired and that this 
has its effect on business condi- 
tions generally. 

Both Mr. Dewey and Mr. Wade 
worth emphasized the fact that a 
certain degree of tax reduction is 
made possible by debt retirement. 

Mr. Wadeworth stated that dur- 


ing the last three and one-half 
years the debt has been reduced 
by $3,000.000,000, and that as 


each $1,.000,000,000 was paid off 
it meant a saving for the future 
in interest of $40,000,000 annually. 
The reduction in the debt, he 
stated further, meant, an increas- 
ing saving in the interest charge 
by reason of a lower rate which 
the government is paying in its 
refinancing operations. 

Without debt retirement at all 
during the last few years the bur- 
den on taxpayers might have been 
lighter by 11.000,00, %,ꝗ each 
year, but offsetting this, according 
to Treasury viewpoint, has been 
the improved position of govern- 
ment bonds on the market to- 
gether with the assurance of a 
permanent annual saving of more 
than $126,000,000 in interest 


000 debt reduction. 


ALTERNATIVE PLAN 


In the face of the Treasury 
theortes some of the Democratic 
leaders in Congress are preparing 
to oppose a rapid debt retirement 
program. They contend that the 
financial position of the govern- 
ment is now such that there will 
be no harm in proposing to retire 
during the next twenty-five years 
only that portion of the debt rep- 
resented by our-own war expend!i- 
tures end allow the part of the 
debt represesented by foreign ob- 
ligations to be retired during a pe- 
riod to correspond with the debt 
funding arrang\nents, The sink- 
ing fund provision of the law is 
designed to retire the domestic 
part of the debt. The more rapid 
retirement of the entire debt is 
to be made possible under the 
present program by accumulating 
a surplus of several hundred mil- 
lion dollars annually above all 
expenditures and above sinking 
fund requirements. 

Treasury officials point out that 
it le impossible to be certain that 
this surplus will be available to 
the extent hoped for. For this 
reason they say that it might be 
unwise to anticipate the surpluse- 
by cutting taxes by that much. 
The theory of those opposed to 
the Treasury program is that if 
there is any such surplus in pros- 
pect it would ve to the advantage 
of the country to absorb it in tax 
reduction. According to their fig- 
res taxes could be reduced by 
more than $300.000,000 annually 
and it still would be possible to 
retire the domestic part of the 
debt in twenty-five or thirty years 
and the foreign half of the obliga- 
tions in sixty years.
